ST. LOUIS SMOKE BLANKET 
INTENSIFIED IN SECOND DAY 


Flying Halted at Lambert Field at 
Intervals; 


Smoke, which has blanketed the 
city and some suburban areas in- 
termittently since Thursday eve- 
mg, was intensified today. Visi- 
bility at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
was reduced to three-quarters of 
a mile and several times during 
the day flying there was halted, 
with some planes detained at other 
cities. Automobile headlights were 
needed in the morning in the cen- 
tral belt between Jefferson avenue 
and Grand boulevard. In the after- 
noon sunshine was visible down- 
town. Many persons complained 
of irritation of the respiratory 
es. In general, the smoke 
extended farther west in the sub- 
urbs than usual. 

Lack of wind to carry away the 
accumulation was the explanation, 
as usual, of W. J. Moxom, weather 
forecaster, who said there was no 
admixture of fog. Smoke Commis- 
sioner Raymond R. Tucker said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that most 
of the smoke doubtless came from 
domestic furnaces, which were 
banked because of the mild tem- 
perature. There has been a mate- 
rial improvement in the industrial 
smoke situation, he asserted, re- 
peating his standing theory that 
general elimination of smoke de- 
pends on provision of a smokeless 
fuel at a reasonable price. 
Tucker's office received many 
telephone inquiries and complaints 
about the smoke today.

President Roosevelt, in a tele- 
gram to the International Chamber 
of Commerce council session at 
Paris, Oct. 21, said that “improve- 
ment of the basis_of natural and 
profitable economic relations, be- 
tween countries” was essential to 
“the establishment of any satisfac- 
tory and secure world order.” ' ’ 

The Radical-Sotialist resolution 
declared that a world economic 
conference should examine the 
means of .remedying the Worid's 
economic disorder. It was adopted 
after Foreign Minister Georges 
Bonnet and Edouard Herriot; presi- 
dent. of the Chamber of Deputies 
and* former Premier, asked the 
United States to “participate in the 
work of peace.” ? 

Herriot’s Speech. 

Herriot spoke just after Bon- 
net had called for an economic set- 
tlement for Europe and the world 
as the one means of assuring peace. 

Herriot, who discussed the war 
debt situation at,the White House 
in April, 1933, éd that President 
Roosevelt “accord me a new audi- 
ence and admit that peace demands 
more than international confer- 
ences—it demands a permanent or- 
ganization.” 

Although Herriot long had been 
a champion of,the Laegue of Na- 
tions, he declared that that inter- 
national organization, with its 
“pacts, covenants and private 
treaties, is sunk beneath the waves 
and we are watching the shipwreck 
of international morale.” 

He deplored the “collapse” of the 
nine-Power pact to respect China’s 
territorial integrity, to which the 
United States is a signatory. 

“The United States cannot long- 
er @isinterest itself in a divided- 
Europe, Herriot said. “Recent 
events prove it.” 7 

Bonnet Defends Munich Pact. 

Bonnet in his speech defended the 
peace of Munich as a good basis 
for reconstruction of Europe. 

Bonnet today let it be understood 
that France was ready to discuss 
economic arrangements on the con- 
tinent with Britain, Germany and 
Italy. 

Insisting that peaceful organiza- 
tion of Europe was possible only 
with better economic organization, 
Bonnet called for: 

Rational organization of world 
production and development of 
yet unexploited world riches; and 

An international monetary 
agreement to spur exchange and 
consumption of goods. 

He declared that employment of 
these suggestions would afford the 
means of “making happy, side-by- 
side” peoples who up to now. had 
used their force for war. 

Bonnet devoted a large part of 
his speech to defense of his pol- 
icy in the Czechoslovak crisis. He 
argued that France had acted in 
the best interests of Czechoslova- 
kia in agreeing to dismemberment 
of that Republic. 

League Can’t Be Depended On. 

In his discussion of foreign pol- 
icy, he declared that “we remain 
faithful to the League of Nations”

the United States Board of Tax 
Appeals yesterday that his brothers 
made deposits in banks amounting 
to $4,584,578 between 1927 and 1929. 

After completing testimony in 
the Schachter case, and hearing 
the case of Frank C. Rand, chair- 
man of the board of the Interna- 
tional Shoe Co., who opposed the 
Government’s claim for $365,867 ad- 
ditional income tax for 1934-35, the 
tax hearings were adjourned until 


Monday morning. 

Herman Schachter, who served as 
co-coynsel for the gamblers during 
the hearing at the Federal Build- 
ing, testified the money belonged 
only to Harry Schachter, also 
known as Brass“ McDonald, and 
came from the operation of McDon- 
ald’s handbook at 612 Chestnut 
street during the three years, The 
‘Government is seeking a deficiency 
income tax of $116,542 from Irie 
Schachter for the years 1927-32, in- 
clusive. 

Analysis of Deposits. 

The brother of the gamblers tes- 
tified he compiled an analysis of 
their deposits and withdrawals from 
bank statements and canceled 


checks, when the . 12 
gan Its investigation n- 
come several ago. He said 
his record covered only the 1927-29 
period, because receipts during 
those years were heaviest and that 
the business dwindled considerably 
after that. 

In 1927, he declared, McDonald 
had deposits of $768,437 and Irle 
Schachter, $340,945, or a total of 
$1,109,382 for the year. In 1928, 
deposits in McDonald's name were 
only $189,623 and in Irle’s accounts, 
$1,036,649, a total of $1,226,272. To- 
tal deposits of $2,248,924 in 1929 
were divided $1,972,824 in McDon- 
ald’s accounts and $376,100 in Irle’s 
accounts, he said. 

Clerk at $30 a Week. 
Irle Schachter’s ‘defense is that 
he had no interest in the handbook 
as he was only a clerk for McDon- 
ald, receiving at the most $30 a 
week, and that he had no taxable 
income for the six years. 
The lawyer, in support of that 
defense, testified his analysis 
showed that checks drawn on the 
accounts of his brothers were made 
payable in most instances to the 
same persons. He said there was 
a frequent interchange of checks 
between the two, the purpose of 
which, he added, was to place ad- 
ditional funds in accounts that had 
been drawn against heavily. 
He pointed out that deposits in 
Irle’s accounts exceed those in Mc- 
Donald’s accounts, particularly in 
1928, when McDonald was out of 
the city, attending racing meets at 
Hot Springs, Miami or other places. 
He asserted there were periodic 
salary checks made payable to 
Irle. 

Listed Brass as Retired. 

On cross- examination by the Gov- 
ernment attorney, Herman Schach- 
ter asserted that McDonald’s in- 
come tax returns for 1929-30 had 
been made out under his supervi- 
sion. Asked why the returns failed 
to list McDonald's profits from the 
operation of the handbook, the wit- 
ness replied the United States 
Supreme Court, at that time, had 
not handéd down its decision hold- 
ing that a tax was due on incomes 
obtained from illegal sources, and 
that it ‘was his opinion then that 
his brother was not liable for a tax 
on the dbook profits. ; 

In response to a direct question 
he said he listed MeDonald’s 
cupation as “retired” because it 
was the custom to refer to persons 
engaged in illegal enterprises as 
being retired. The lawyer also ad- 
mitted that the 1931 tax return filed | 
by Irle Schachter, made out in the 
name of “I, T. Clark,” had been 
prepared under his supervision,

Arrest Is Made at Union 
Station Here When Tulsa

swindled of $60,000 in fake oil stock,

Hamilton, 33 years old, was ar- 
rested by detectives when he met 
Miss Evans, who stepped off a Chi- 
cago train, The meeting was ar- 
ranged by her, with the knowledge 
of Hennepin County authorities, “to 
close a $10,000 stock deal.” 

Paul G. Fisch, a.special prosecu- 
tor of the Hennepin County Attor- 
ney’s office, who preceded Miss 
Evans to St. Louis and arranged 


been charged with embezzlement 
of $6122.93 from Miss Evans in a 
warrant issued by Municipal Judge 
Paul W. Guilford at Minneapolis. 
Fisch said Miss Eyans was intro- 
duced to Hamilton, who used an- 
other name, in 1935, and the oil pro- 
moter induced her to convert good 
securities into cash, which she gave 
to him to invest in Oklahoma and 
Texas oil royalties. She ed 
what purported to be participating 
certificates, but so far has received 
no royalties, Fisch said. 
About a month ago a checkup of 
Hamilton’s activities was made, dis- 
closing he had no license to deal in 
securities in Minnesota, Fisch said, 
Miss Evans complained to the 
County Attorney and she was in- 
structed to communicate with Ham- 
ilton and offer to give him 310,000 
additional to invest for her.. The 
meeting here was at Hamilton’s 
suggestion. 
Hamilton, who denied any.wrong- 
doing, refused to ‘waive extradition 
to Minnesota and was permitted to 
see an attorney at Police headquar- 
ters. He declared that he invested 
Miss Evans money as he had 
promised, that she did receive 
monthly royalty checks and that he 
signed papers deeding her a one- 
third interest in two producing oil 
wells he owns in Kentucky. He 
gave his address as 1901 Riverside 
drive, Tulsa. 

Miss Evans, who is at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, inherited a fortune from her 
father, a wholesale grocer at

GERMANY DEMAND 


Hitler’s Deputy Says “Whether 
We Shall Show Restraint Is 
For Future to Decide.”

LADEBURG, Germany, Oct. 29.— 
Germany demands the return of all 
the colonies, without exception, 
taken by the Versailles Treaty, Gen. 
Franz Ritter von Epp, Governor of 
Bavaria and Adolf Hitler’s deputy 
for colonial matters, declared to- 
day. He spoke at the opening of 
the Reich’s colonial school. : 
Future relations with other great 
European Powers, von Epp indi- 
cated, depended on their willing- 
ness to give up the property which 
Germany regards as stolen. 

“Our claim is to all our former 
colonies,” he said. Whether, when 
the actual moment for bargaining 
for them comes, we shall show re- 
straint is for the future to decide. 
If we do, then we shall demand 
compensation for whatever we do 
not claim.” 

(Besides its former African colo- 
nies—the, Cameroons, Togoland, 
German Southwest Africa and Ger- 
man East Africa, now divided 
among mandates to France, Great 
Bytain, Belgium and the Union ‘of 
South Africa—Germany’s pre-war 
overseas possessions included the 
Caroline and Marshall Islands in 
the Pacific, now under Japanese 
mandate; New Guinea, now man- 
dated to Australia; German Samoa, 
now a New Zealand mandate, and 
a German colony ‘in 
China.)

St. Clair County’s plan for a high- 
way bridge over the Mississippi 
River fell through today when the 


PWA revoked the $3,082,374 grant 
which was to have been the Feder- 
al Goverhment’s share of the cost. 

The PWA announcement said the 
grant was revoked because the 
county had failed to provide its 
share of the cost. This the county 
had sought to do by sale of a . 
500,000 bond. issue, but the Chicago 
investment firm which contracted 
to buy the bonds failed to complete 
the deal. 

As originally conceived the bridge 
was to have cost $7,532,000, but 
after its failure'to sell the $4,500,000 
in bonds the county trimmed the 
estimated cost to $6,636,364; and, 
instead ofthe bond issue, sought a 
$3,650,000 loan from the RFC. 

The RFC has not acted on that 

application, but with the PWA 
grant rescinded, the county would 
not be in position to accept the 
loan, if offered. - 
Plans for the bridge had been in 
the making for more than three 
years. Specifications were prepared 
at a cost of about $10,000, a contract 
for construction had been let, and 
options had been obtained for the 
necessary right of way, in East St. 
Louis and St. Louis. The bridge 
was to have extended from St. Clair 
avenue, East St. Louis, to a point 
on Broadway between Florida and 
Mullanphy streets.

Yangtze River today. The Japanese 
yesterday completed taking over 
police authority in the former Ger- 
man and Russian concessions. 

British authorities said they did 
not consider the Japanese step as 
prejudicing future restoration of 
their administrative rights which 
they retained although the conces- 
gion reverted to China 11 years ago.

Gruel Distributed te Refugees. 

Thousands of the refugees could 
find no shelter except the eaves of 
foreign-owned buildings in the for- 
mer foreign concessions. An esti- 
mated 100,000 persons were still hud 
died in these sections four days aft- 
er Japanese capture of Hankow. 

Despite the rain, International 
Refugee Committee workers toured 
the streets in trucka, distributing 
hot rice gruel to all who had no 
food of their own. 

Transfer of the safety zone to 
specially marked districts in the 
old native quarters to be policed 
by the Japanese was announced of- 
ficially, but the rain and prelim- 
inary details delayed removal of 
the refugees. 

Although Japanese military ac- 
tivity was apparent along the river- 
front and in all parts of the city, 
Hankow was in virtual ignorance 
of the progress of the war to the 
north and south. 

Japanese Silent on Plans. 

Japanese military and civil offi- 
cials declined to discuss present 
military or future political develop- 
ments, excusing their reluctance on 
the grounds that they had been 

urprised by the suddenness of thé 

hinese withdrawal from the Han- 
dow area. They said it would take 
some days for establishment of 
military headquarters, a consulate

The trouble started Wednesday 
night, Demme told the reporter this 
morning, when a policeman learned 
that the city liquor license of the 
Lincoln Tavern had expired, and 
threatened to close the place. 
Demme said he telephoned a brew- 
ery which sells him beer, and was 
informed that the license had been 
extended for 10 days. When a po- 
liceman came into the saloon 
| Thursday morning, Demme said he 
told him of the extension, but the 
officer seized a glass of beer from 
a customer and had Demme taken 
to the Deer Street Station. 

Capt. Maupin telephoned the Ex- 
cise Commissioner's office in his 
pregence, Demme said, and con- 
firmed the license extension.

HEFLIN ‘REPORTS KNIFE FOUND 
ON SCOTTSBORO PRISONER 


Ex-Senator, Opposing Parole for 
Negroes, Says One Was Dis- 
armed Before Hearing. 

By the Associated Press. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 29. 
Former United States Senator’ J. 
Thomas Heflin said last night a 
crudely-made dirk was taken from 
the clothing of Heywood Patter- 
son, Scottsboro case convict, just 
before the Negro was brought to 
Montgomery yester“~~ for an audi- 
ence with Gov. Bibb Graves. 

The finding of the knife on the 
Negro was confirmed by two prison 
officials who declined to be quoted. 

Patterson was one of four Scotts- 
boro prisoners with whom Graves 
talked privately after Heflin had 
appeared in protest against pend- 
ing parole and pardon applications. 

Heflin said an Atmore prison 
guard told him “the knife, made 
from a steel file, —— taken from 
Patterson’s clothing after he had 
been handcuffed to be brought to 
Montgomery.” 

“I told the Governor about it, 
but he didn’t say anything,” Heflin 
said. 

The State Pardon Board has rec- 
ommended against pardons and pa- 
roles for all five of the “Scotts- 
boro case” convicts now in prison, 
Patterson, Ozie Powell, Charlie 
Weems, Andy Wright and Clarence 
Norris. All, with four others now 
freed, originally were charged with 
assault on two white women aboard 
a freight train near Scottsboro, 
Ala., in 1931.

Necessary for 


Adequate Diet 


They Are Part of Food We 


Eat, but Do Not Provide 
Energy.

Logan Clendening, M. D, 


DIET may be adequate in 

amount and in the food ele- 

ments which are required for 
energy, growth and tissue replace. 
ment, and still be inadequate be. 
cause it lacks the food factors 
which are called the vitamins. 

The vitamins have become very 
popular—more popular with the 
lay public than with the physician. 
Undoubtedly they have been over. 
exploited and used with very little 
critical discrimination by the lay- 
man. But, at the same time, it is a 
fascinating subject for speculation, 
and, after all, there is more than 
“something” in it. 

The vitamins are typical twen- 
tieth century products. The nine- 
teenth century had nutrition all 
worked out—on an efficiency basis, 
All you had to do was to givé a 
man enough protein, fat, carbohy- 
drates, minerals and water, and his 
nutrition was taken care of. But 
when they started putting them on 
a concentrated ration—containing 
all the supposedly necessary in- 
gredients—it was found that some- 
thing was lacking. There was some- 
thing necessary for growth, for 
maintenance, for smooth skin, for 
clear eyes, for proper development 
that was missing. And this some- 
thing was a number of drugs, the 
vitamins; those substances which 
were incorporated in the chemistry 
of our foods, which the body 
learns to adjust itself to and util- 
ize so that it can’t get along with- 
out them. 

They are part of the food we eat, 
yet they do not furnish energy or 
tissue replacement. Somehow they 
operate mysteriously to set all the 
functions of the body going smooth- 
ly. 
Some of them are in the fat foods, 
some in the watery foods. Some are 
destroyed by heat (cooking), some 
are not. 

Here is the list of them: 

Vitamin A—Found in fat foods 
and in association with yellow pig- 
ment—carrots and corn. The yellow 
pigment is carotene; animals can 
form their own vitamin A if fed 
carotene. 

Absense of vitamin A in the diet 
causes failure of growth and two 
types of eye trouble, infection and 
night blindness. 

Natural sources of vitamin A are 

butter, cheese, eggs, liver, fish liver 
oils, yellow corn, spinach, carrots 
and prunes. 
Vitamin B—There are now classi- 
fied six forms of Vitamin B. They 
control growth to some extent and 
are necessary for the nutrition of 
the nerves. If left out of the diet, 
paralysis from nerve degeneration 
may result. They keep the skin 
smooth. 

Natural sources of Vitamin B are 
wheat germ, yeast, bran, tomatoes, 
prunes, eggyolk, oysters and nuts. 
Vitamin C—Infants needs this to 
produce good growth and ward off 
scurvy. It is found in orange juice 
and tomato juice, lemons, peas, 
spinach, apples and milk. 

Vitamin D—Infants and children 
need this to promote good bone 
growth and ward off rickets. It is 
found in fish liver oils, such as cod 
liver oil, It is often deficient in an 
ordinary diet. 

Vitamin E—This vitamin has 
something to do with fertility. It is 
found in cereals and lettuce. 

Vitamin F—Lack of this inter 
teres with growth and promotes 3 
scaly condition of the skin. It is 
found in the unsaturated fatty 
acids.

Halloween 


New and Old Methods of 
Observing Event Com- 
pared; Customs Handed 
Down Through Ages

Centuries ago in Britain, the boys 
and girls believed the harvest sea- 
son to be the time when mischiev- 
ous little pookas, brownies and 
leprechauns came out of the boggy 
fens and haunted moors which they 
inhabited to play pranks and tricks 
and put magical enchantments on 
the people—boys and girls especial- 


ly. 

Druids or priests, garbed in flow- 
ing white gowns, were followed by 
young and old up to the hill tops 
where sacrificial fires were kindled 
—the whole mystic ritual being car- 
ried out to the accompaniment of 
the shrill strident music of reed 
instruments. 

It was the custom among the 
Welsh, when the fires smoldered and 
died, to dash madly down the hill- 
side, fearful that the last one down 
would be caught by the devil. 

Then, as a culmination of these 
impressive rites, riotous fetes were 
held in which everyone ate heart- 
ily, danced merrily and gave thanks 
for a.fruitful harvest. .

Apple Cobbler 
One and one-half cups, flour. 
Two teaspoons baking powder. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One tablespoon granulated sugar. 
Four tablespoons fat. 
One-half cup milk. 
Mix together the dry ingredients. 
Cut in the fat and still mixing 
with knife, slowly add milk. Pat 
out soft dough and fit over the 
apples prepared as follows: 
Three cups sliced apples. 
One tablespoon flour. 
One-eighth teaspoon galt. 
One-half cup brown sugar. 
One teaspoon cinnamon. 
One-half teaspoon vanilla. 
One tablespoon butter. 
One-half cup water. 
Mix together the apples, flour, 
salt, sugar and cinnamon. Pour in- 
to a buttered baking dish and add 
rest of the ingredients. Cover 
with crust and bake for 20 minutes 
in a moderate ovén, Add syrup 
made with one-half cup granulated 
sugar and one-half cup water. 
Boil sugar and water for two 
minutes. Pour over crust and bake 
for 10 minutes in a moderate oven. 


Ham Surprise Loaf 
One-half cup apricots. 
One-fourth cup brown sugar. 
Two tablespoops lemon juice, 
Fit apricots, hollow sides up, in 
a buttered loaf pan. Sprinkle with 
sugar and juice and cover with 
ham mixture made with: 
One pound chopped smoked ham. 
One-half pound fresh pork, 
chopped. 
One-half cup soft bread. 
Two tablespoons minced parsley. 
One tablespoon minced green 
pepper. 
One tablespoon minced onions, 
One-eighth teaspoon salt. 
One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 
One egg or two yolks, 
One-half cup hot milk, 
Mix ingredients until welt 
blended. Place on top of the apri- 
cot mixture. Bake for one hour in 
a moderately slow oven. Let stand 
for five minutes and carefully un- 
mold, apricot side up. Serve warm 
or cold cut into thin slices, 


Sweetbreads and Oyster Pie 
Boil sweetbreads until tender. 
Strain 18 oysters and stew in à lit- 
tle cream for 10 minutes, adding 
one teaspoon minced onion, a little 
mace and one teaspoon minced 
parsley. Sprinkle in one tablespoon 
flour and ‘stir until smooth. Place 
a layer of oysters in the bottom of 
a buttered casserole, then a layer 


all. Cover with a top crust 
bake. Pie fit for the King!
